I would say that the hardest 
skills in the game are the accu- 
rate long pass forward to a 
marked player who: then has 
the ability to contro] the ball 
and turn, or lay it off to a sup- 
porting player. 

Just as difficult is the accu- 
rate cross from the wing that 
is followed by a header or 
volley that hits the goal. 

None of these skills is per- 
formed well in this country. 

They are more difficult to 
accomplish than keeping pos- 
session for 10 passes in your 
own half and are far more sat- 
isfying for most of today’s 
spectators.

It is with a heavy heart that | write this 
column and it is indeed a period in Australian 
soccer that as a lover and devotee of the 
game I wish had never happened. 


Last Saturday the PSL 
clubs took it upon them- 
selves to approve the 
recommendations by the 
marketing company for 
summer soccer and all the 
innovations that go with it. 

I’m against summer 
soccer because I do not 
think it has a hope ever of 
succeeding here in New 
South Wales. 

It will be a complete 
waste of hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars that could 
otherwise have been used 
to better advantage. 

The fans of Sydney’s 
best-supported teams, 
Sydney Olympic, APIA- 
Leichhardt and Marconi, 
don’t want a bar of it and 
Blacktown is also against 
it. 

The only club in Sydney 
that’s for it is Sydney City 
which struggles at any 
time of the year to get a 
crowd. 

This of course is a sad 
Situation, as City has an 
excellent team, as its 
Champa win has pro- 
ved. 


The reason why there is 
likely to be a breakaway 
from the PSL when 
summer soccer comes is 


that neither APIA nor 
Sydney Olympic has the fa- 
cilities nor the lights, Mar- 
coni and Blacktown are 
also struggling for lights 
and they just have not got 
the thousands of dollars to 
pay for top-grade lighting. 

Money of course is the 
main issue and an issue 
that has been skirted 
around in all the market- 
ing innovations. 

They give the impres- 
sion that dollars grow on 
trees or that the Sydney 
clubs have a money tree in 
their back yards, i.e, poker 
machine revenue. 

This is not so and with 
the supporters and club 
members against summer 
soccer they will not allow 
their clubs to waste mass- 
ive amounts of money on 
summer soccer.

Then there is the ethnic

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“diehards” than all the major 
media put together. 

If the seemingly steady dis- 
tancing of the ASF and PSL 
from the ethnic media is an in- 
tentional part of the game's 
so-clied Australiasation (so- 
called, because migrants are 
also a part of this Australian 
community), then it is plain 
Stupid. 

On the other hand, if the re- 
peated overlooking of ethnic 
Papers is more or less acciden- 
tal, then it is a Sign of what 
could be described as a grave 
lack of professionalism on the 
part of the soccer authorities, 
including the clubs. 

The price soccer has to pay 
for this can be expressed in 
dollars and cents as the regu- 
lar coverage for the sport 
shrinks and the “ethnic” bums 
on seats disappear.

Q: What do you consid- 
er was the major factor 
which brought about Ro- 
sanna’s success? 


Mooney: One cannot point to 
a single factor as being solely 
responsible for our achieve- 
ment. In my view, if one is 
going to win Division ITI, and 
perhaps any division, it is most 
important to get a good start 
to the season.

Q: Are there any players 
you would like to single 
out for special mention? 


Mooney: There are no 
“stars” in the Rosanna team. 
Our victory was essentially a 
team effort. Certainly some 
players made a notable contri- 
bution.

Q: You had more injuries 
in 1981 than was the case 
last year. To what extent 
did that affect the team? 


Mooney; It did not affect us 
as much as was first feared. 
We were fortunate in +hat 
George Brooks for David 
Mills, Omar Mizzi for Rich- 
ared Brenne and Eric Staples 
for Paul Mooney were able to 
lift their game to the required 
level and match their team 
mates for commitment. Their 
inclusion in the side in no way 
unbalanced the team. 


Q: As a final question, 
how do you view the 
future? 


Mooney: The immediate 
future does not constitute a 
problem. I believe our present 
squad of players will serve us 
well in the near future. But we 
have to Jook beyond that. We 
have to look at our juniors, at 
the quality of coaching being 
provided, so that we can be as- 
sured of a regular supply of 
properly trained young players 
coming through.

Sampson: Yes. But I would 
add another. I believe that 
league fixtures assisted us this 
year. Unlike previous seasons, 
the long trips to Berwick, 
Kyneton and Moe came earlier 
in the season when the players 
were physically and mentally 
reasonably fresh. Other years 
these trips came lafe in the 
season and caused us prob- 
lems, 


Q: Do you agree with 
Tery’s assessment of the 
future? 


Sampson: { believe our club 
has certain strengths. The loy- 
alty among our senior and re- 
serve players stems in my 
view, from the fact that 80%, of 
them are former Rosanna ju- 
niors. You cannot buy that sort 
of loyalty. Our club is finan- 
cially stable because we do not 
have to carry the crushing 
burden of players’ wages. If 
we are to maintain financial 
stability and club loyalty we 
must ensure that our juniors 
receive the best coaching we 
can provide. In 1980 we failed 
to field an U/16 team. The 
same will be true in 1982, This 
gives me cause for concern. I 
believe it is a matter to which 
the club must give serious 
thought. 


GQ: Looking back over 
the season was there any 
match which you consider 
marked the turning point 
for the Seniors? 


Sampson: A number of 
members agree with me that 
the home game against Bulle- 
en was the turning point. 


Games between ourselves and 
Bulleen always have bee close, 
exciting and hard*fought en- 
counters. A Rosanna goal in 
the last 22 minutes followed by 
two incredible reflex saves by 
Brian Simpson gave the team 
victory and a conviction that 
having defeated Bulleen it 
could go on to win the league.
